BRIEF REVIEW OF 


THE BATTLE NEWS 


t'nder the impetus of terrific blows on four sectors of die -westem battle 


line the Germans are reeling back o\er a front of more than 100 mill's. 


The latest thrusts were delncred 011 tlie northern and southern end of 


the battle zone, the British, French and Belgians advancing nearly 
j,i\ 


miles in Flanders while the Americans drove forward on the Meuse rher 
capturing two more villages and a fortified farm. 


The attack in Flanders was a shining success. It was deli\ered over a 


front of more than twenty miles and unofficial estimates today 
put the 


number of prisoners at about ten thousand. 


•V British fleet co-operated, shelled and silenced the German batteries 


on the Belgian coast. 


The German base at Roulcrs is now firmly in Allied hands and the 


German hold on the North sea coast in the region of Ostend has been 
definitely broken. 
Another advance in Belgium will render the subma- 


i ine base at Zeebrugge worthless.

The British are only four miles from the strategic German concentra- 


tion point at Courtai and now the last line of German defences in France 
is menaced. 


The Ldle-Douai line (18 miles in width) is being outflanked 
from 


both the north and south. 


The French, sweeping beyond Sissonne, are now onlj 18 miles from 


the important road junction at Vcrvins. 


(Eight highways converge at Verviiis, wliidi is on thc Hirson-Guise 


jaHway.) 


All tlie way across northern France the Germans are being thrown back 


ui>on a line between Douai and Asfeld, on the Aisne. 


Tills lino runs along tlie Seri-es anil Barres lallejs. 
Steadily and surely the Germans are being tin own out of all 
the 


positions which they had prepared to spend thc winter in. 


Belgium is being slowly redeemed by force of arms. The Allies have 


now penetrated 27 miles into Belgium and the Germans have forced back 
IS miles from Vpres. This battle-wrecked city is now free from artil- 
lery fire for the first, time in four 5 ears. 


The Anglo-Belgian army on the Flanders front h.is advanced with- 


in tuo miles of the German base at Courtrai. 


The Lille-Tbourout railway, an important German line ot" com- 


munication is under shell fire. 


The Belgian and British are in tlie outskirts ot" Menin. 
In tlie Xiaon sector the French fire working toward the Hunding 


line in the district west of Kethel. 


Stiff resistance is being encountered. 
There is a temporai-y pause in the big scale, British operations on 


the Cambrai front.
